ways accepted it when offered; though always 
without his Affectation of ir, in Confiderari- 
on of His having humbled and emptied Him- 
ſelf for our fakes for a Time, after Which 
ſhotr Eclipfe, He, the Sun of Righteouſneſs, 
was again to' mine forth in His full Glory. 
Cextaibly, certainly theſe Free- Thinkers 
conceive no better of their Lord, even in his

No the Man Chriſt Je ſus, if we reſpect his 
Humanity, and the high Glorification there- 
of, (which He alſo merited at his Father's 
Hands, by his both active and paſſive Obe- 


dience on our behalf) was that very Max 
whom God delighted to Honour: And as ſuch, 


Joſeph exalted next to Pharaoh's own 
hrone, was an eminent Type of Chriſt's 
Exaltation as Son of Man. But then this no- 


thing affects, nothing advanceth Him as Son 


of God: For as ſuch, He was ever moſt High 
in the Glory of God the Father, as having 
Glory together with Him or ever the World 
was. So that Chriſt's Glory, as He is the Son 
of God, is, and always was, and ever will be, 
one and the fame, infinite and unchangeable, 


neither capable of Augmentation, nor in _

which alone ſtood in need of, or was indeed 
capable of having new Acceſſions of Glory 
Our Adverſaries, yea rather the Adverſaries 

of our common Lord, think far otherwiſe, as 
that Chriſt the Son of God hath no proper 
divine Glory of His own, but only what His 
Father was pleas'd to beſtow upon Him. 
By the Courteſy and Appointment of the 
Father, and by His own high Merits, Chriſt, 
ſay they, attain'd to the Power, and Domi- 
nion, and Style of a God, who was before 
no God. So then, as theſe new Heralds are 
pleas'd to proclaim the Style of the Son of 
God, He hath no inherent Right or Claim to 
any Title properly Divine, either Name, or 
Thing; but hath only to boaſt of a precarious: 
adventitious Divinity, if there can be any ſuch _ 
amongſt Chriſtians. With the Pagans indeed 
there were ſuch Gods many, and Lords many 
But as for us, we know but of One True and 
Living God and Lord; namely, Father, Son, 
and Holy Ghoſt. The *Onztarians allo are 
forward enough to call the Son, God; but 
then they mean no more than a God by O. 
fice; a God indeed, but a bare conſtituted 
Numen, by the bond Venid, and Appoint- 
ment of the Father; that is to ſay, in other 
Words, — Horreſco referens, — a mere Dei- 
True indeed, Chriſt, as Mediator, was 
God's Servant and King, King of his anoint-.
